2 of our heads, thep are farre moz2 then we can poſſtble fœle oꝛ knew : Fo? whoe 
n knobeth the heigth oꝛ depth of his co: ruptions: hoe knoweth {vw ofthe of- 
fendeth - We acknowledge O Loꝛde ) that car ſinnes haue git uouſue pzovoked ther, nat cnelie 
to take vengeance of our bodies and godes, but euen alſo to ſcperate both our bodtcs and Scules 
from the to cuerlaſhng deſtruction of beth, It is no mzruatle therefoze 
(nay it were to be matuailed at) in reſpect of our mouſtcerous Cures, (hat thou ſtouldũi not ſpeake 
vnto vs by thy ſtrange Judge ments: that thou ſi cultft not viſit vs with lo:mes and tem peſtes: 
that thou ſhouldſt not ſtrike vs with thunder and lightning: the carch aiſo to quake and aue vn⸗ 
der vs, and out of the bellie and bowels thercof, to ſend ſoꝛth luch Cong crhalations + bꝛethmgs, 
as may ſo infect pᷣ apꝛe, as ſhal bꝛeed amongſt vs p murren x peſſilence. and not without we cauſe, 
fo: we haue abuſed all thy goed guiftes, and orcerLurit crcditic Carth with our finnes and tranſ⸗ 
greſſions. The very waters, the ay:c and all the creatures ars infected and coꝛtupted with our 
vncleaneſſe, wherein we wallow lit.c £ wine in the mp;e, never entiing into conſideration, either 
of thy mercies, 92 our owne miſeries. And theretozeit is thy it:toment, that all thinges d 2nive 
be armed by ther againſt vs, and although we like rebelhous © ravtozs, cid no obedience vnto 
thee, vet arc they raady to doe thy vill in pumſhirg vs: C Le:d, i we did butioke alittle backe, 
to bchold thy late loue and abundant mercy beſte wed von vs (the people of England yea cuen 
when to the eyes of the T'c2id we were bereft of all helpe oꝛ hope of beixe (cur Conſcicnces accu⸗ 
ſing vs expecting nothing but w2ack both of our ſoul, bodv 4 gods. C L 02d, we canct but acknow 
ledge thy ercecdinggreat mercie, ftat in ſtead of warre, thou haſt ſent vs peace: in ſtead of ſcorfi- 
ty, plenty: in ſtead of Popery, thy Goſpcli Nil cNablſhed emong il vs, to our euerlaſt ing com- 
fezt : and in ſtead of all curſſes which we haue 1nfllp deſcrued, ſhou ſendeſt all bleſſings which we 
haue not defcrued. Al which mcreies con dered, might long ſince haue moued bs to a arcater 
meaſurc of thankfulneſſe and obedience, then we haue any way perfo;med vnto the: Foz ube the 
dog to his vomit, and the ſwine to che my2e, doe we from ſulneſſe, returne to futhtne ſſe: from fa⸗ 
ting, to feaſting: from bleſſing, to turſſing: and from all religious crcreiſes, to au irrengious 

2aaiſes. So that we can ullv expect nothing but fearfull Judg ments to be powzed downe vyon 
bs. Mhereſoze we beſerch ther O Lozde) that ret at loſt we may fall down vnder thy hand, and 
pꝛofit by thy chaſtiſements: that we may tremble befo:e ch when thou doeſt roate, and ſubmit 
our ſelues when thou ſendeſt out thine ar mies agatnſl vs. 

O Loꝛde teach vs that wee may dente the woꝛlde, and conſidering that all is but vanitie, our de⸗ 
ſires may bee dzawne vp to that life and happines which is fo: tuer . Heer humbly beſerch thee, in 
the m.ddeſt of thy w2ath, to bee mindefull of thy mercy, make thine anger to ceaſe, and pole out 
thy indgements vpon the wicked. Cleare vs from the conte gion of ſinne, and wee ſhall be ceered 
from the infection ol the peſtilence, ſo that it ſhall not hut vs. But this ( god Father ) belongeth 
vnto thee, and thou muſt doe both the onc and e other.

if thou wilt reach vs, thou canli finde vs out uhercſacuer wee be. chere is no ſafety butin tty pꝛe⸗ 
ſence. Be at hmd therefoze O Loꝛd to helpe vs. Cake away O Lo2d ) the filthy infections of 
ſinne, which cleaueth as an infection bppon the whole face of this lano, ano dam vp the pe ũ ifet oug 
pits of coꝛruption, that hane aſcended bp, eue n bp to heauen : and turne vs, O Loꝛde, vnto thee, 
and we ſhall be turned, and then we ſhall be turned vnto thre, thy w2ath ſhall ccafe . Itwe ſhall 
humble cur ſelues, and mæte (hee with truefaith, and vnfained repentance, with bartye tcares, 
and true faſting in Sack cloath and Aſhes, then chou ſhalt call ui again thy meſſengers, and ew 
mercy vpon vs. It wa ſhall fcare thy ſudgt ments, and lone thy commande ments, de teſt ſinne, 
and fight againſt the coꝛruption of our hearts: i wee ſhall aduance tig hteouſneſſe, and pꝛefetre 
obedience befo:e our lines, thei; ſhalt thou puriſie both our ſoules end bodies, and pꝛt part vs to 
chat enerlaſting ktngdome and gloꝛp, which thon haſt purchaſed faz bs, by the blod of Jeſus Ohſt, 

thine onelp begotten Sonne, our Loꝛd and @antour, Amen.
